~ QUEEN'S COLLEGE ~ 
- Government’s Promise | 
Of New Building 


Tho assurance that, os soon aa circumstances permitted, a new 
Qyfeen’a College would be built, was given by H.E. the Governor, 
Sir Geoffry Northcote, when he attended the College yesterday to 


present the scholarship awards and prizes. 


Sir Geoffry was reply- 


ing to a renewed appeal by the Headmaster, Mr. F. J. de Rome. 


It was also discloaed that the 
relirement ond departure from the 
Colony of Mr. de Rome, who 
has been 28 years tn Hongkong, will 
take place shortly. He has been 
Hendmaster of the College for the 
Jast cight yearn, “ 

Mr. de Rome's pppcal for the be- 
lated construction of a new College 
wns contalned in his annual report, in 
which he dealt comprehtnaively and 
tearnedly with: educational develop- 
ments in the Colony. What was 
needed, he declared, was a modern 
building in quiet, light, airy sur- 
roundings, providing a physical out- 
look which was bound to react 
strongly on the mental outlook of 
the boys; A school needed such 
attributes, particularly in overcrowd- 
od Hongkony. 4 
“Mr. de Rome reported that the 
maximum enrolment was 615, .the 
averoré enrolment 576, and the aver- 
age attendance; In other words, 16 
boys were absent each day, which 
was an unsatisfactory position. 

“There js no doubt, too,” he. stated, 
“that many boys attend school who 
really should be on the sick lst and 
the number of boys who have to 
be exempted from physical tralning 
on account of {ll-health is also oa 
matter for concern, yi 

“One reasan for all this sickness,

+ Examination has completely justified | 


ilself, and that only thosé who have 
a genuine desire to enter a University 
will stay on the extra year, This 
examination has, 1 am convinced, 
been a boon to a large number of 
boys for whom the search after 
Matriculation as a Leaving Certificate 
was futile: and Iam therefofe unable 
4o support those who wish to retain 
Matriculation 4s. our Leaving 
Certificate or who wish to ratse the 
standard of the present Class 2 
Examination so that, in -time, boys 
may matriculate on it. The fden of 
-diasociating Matriculation from ao 
‘School Leaving Certificate (which, 
in Hongkong, .ts designed to test the 
progress of the normal Chinese pupil 
at about the age’ of 17, and which, 
I believe, was first proposed from this 
platform a few years ago) is now, 
ncecepted, in principle at home, but, 
owing to various confileting interests, 
js not ‘yet a ‘falt accompll’, A 
memorandum. (1938) on, the School 
Certificate Exumination by the 
Advisory Committee on Education in 
the Colonies stntes: “A 
leaving examination should not be 
taken so late that most of the pupils 
miss it. It should -be an earlier

Report of the recent Commiltce on 
the Tratning of Teachers (Hongkong, 
1930) recommends a. system = of 
training for graduate teachers which 
in, to say the least, suspect at home, 
Local circumstances must be taken 
Into*account when wo are dealing 
‘with ony phase of  cducatfonal 
activity. Academically, for the 
Lower School we require the general 
form master, not the specialist in two 
or at the most three subjects—I am 
rot so sure that such a qualification 
is even desirable for Upper School 
work In Hongkong. And, as The 
Timea ‘sald the other day, one year 
professional training for the 
prospective teacher fs absurdly 
inodequate. I stated my views on 
this subject at some Iength in a 
memorandum to the Committee and 
I am interested to note from the 
Report that, on the above points, they 
are substantlally the same as those 
of representative Headmasters of the 
.Grant-In-Ald Schools, who express 
the opinion that there should be a 
radical reform in the University 
courses for graduate teachers, It is 
difficult to see how there can be much 
development in the Lower School 
otherwise, 
Governors Speech 

His Excellency said: This is the 
first official occasion on which I have 
found myself in Hongkong’s famous 
senior boys’ school, and I do 50 with 
reat salisfactlon. Actunlly it is not 
tny first visit here, as I came prying 
nbout ance during the last holidays, 
but 1 Wave not hlherto had the 
pleasure of mecting you here face 
to face. Y uppreciute very highly the 
welcome which you-have glven to 
hie, 

Your Hendmaster has just dis- 
charged himself of a most interesting 
report, As I listened to it'I realised 
that any Governor who comes to 
Queen's College at a prize-giving 
muy be sald to be putting his head 
Into the Hon's mouth, and a hungry 
Mon at thut: for he must know that 
he will be expected to say something 
on the all-important subject which {s 
summed up in the words “New 
Queen’s College’. I will therefore 
nddress myself to that point at once 
and I will begin -by saying that after 
an Inspection of this ancient and 
honourable building and its surround~ 
Ings there Is no doubt In my own 
mind of the need for we-building 
it elsewhere as soon as circumstanens 
—-Which must be talsen to Include 
other demands on the public purse 
s-ollow, |. " 

Upon that conclusion follow the 
three essential questions; When? 
Where? and How? To none of them 
am 1 in a position to give a definite 
answer to-day. As to the ‘When’, 
Government has been criticlzed—not 
without some justification, I think— 
for not Including the New Queen's 
College in the recently publishea 
five-year programme. Well! The 
eloquence of some of Qucen’s College 
Old Boys, and notably of the Hon. 
M.. M, K, Lo, have convinced me 
that-at any rate further consideration 
must be given to that point. Jf that 
piegramme is amended by — the 
inclusion of a New Queen's College 
it will be necessary first of all for 
that project's place to be determined 
in the order of priority of the various 
Items already .there; thereafter the 
‘Where! end ‘How' will fall to be 
considered, ‘ 

College Congratulated 

There is much ta the Headmaster's 
veport which merits close study, but 
for that very reason comment 
thercupon is, not desirable at this 
Ineinent. I was very glad to hear bls 
high praise of the recently evolved 
school-certificate system; it appears 
to be serving the exact purpose for 
which it was designed: and it is good 
news that the Physical Training 
scheme is working here so well. 
Generally speaking the report is one 
which any headmaster would gladly 
write upon the school under his care 
and I congratulate — the College 
heartily on the fact that Mr. de Rome 
cun and does speak so well of the 
discIpline and tone Prevalling here, 

And that brings me to my final 
point, for this, I am sorry to say, 
ja the last report which Mr, de Rome 
will make on Queen's College. He 
came: here twenty-elght years ago 
and most of those years have been 
apent here, the last. cight ns Head~ 
muster, It ts not for me, who have 
known him for so short a ‘time, to 
(ell you who are under his rule or 
those who once were thus happily 
placed of his keen interest In every 
aspect of education and. of his close 
sympathy with his pupils, All who 
have been nssoclated with him here, 
at the ElNs Kadoorle School | or 
elsewhere know of his high merits 
and will. remember him with’ great 
respect and affection. Nor ts it only 
for his pedagogic (L use the word in 
its ‘real—Its -best—sense) achieve- 
ments that he wlll be remembered: 
Mr. de Rome has played for the 
Colony in Interport cricket and 
Interport golf and thereby has carved 
for himself two other niches fn our 
history, 

Happily we are not going to lose 
him at once but, as I have sald, this 
Wilt be his last prize-giving and so 
I have taken the opportunity 
to say a ttlo—not the half of what 
he deserves—about him. But when 
the day of his departure dawns next 
year and he goes Into. well-carned 
retirement he cannot fall to know’

1934. “At that Ume Kerr was in a 
very poor state of health, and when 
he arrived in England his health 
was still causing great anxtety.

You will be pleased to see that we 
have had a very succesyful year. 
The profit on the Working Account

Ing to $2,047, of which $1,000 {s al- 
located to the debt on our Chalwan 
proptrty—the Training Camp which 
is our principal asset. Brielly’’ our 
general financiol position is that we 
owe: our; bunkers about $3,000 
ngninst which they hold as secur . 
title deeds of property for which we 
paid nbout $16,000 10 yeurs ago. 
We ave not thought It necessury 
to get a fresh valuation of this pro- 
perty, as we have no intention o1 
selling It, and for 10 years we have 
lived jn constant hope that some 
generous philanthropist would free 
our neck from this millstone of debt. 
Sti, you will see that our finou- 
cin) position gives no cause for any 
anxiety. 

For our yearly requirements we 
have to raise $2,500 somehow. I 
need, not tell you what those re- 
quirements are. You will see in the 
balance sheet how the money is 
spent and IT am ‘sure you will agree 
that no Association, fs more econ 
mically managed than ours, but this 
report Is a rather meagro record of 
the return the Scouts have given in 
public service for the. gencrous 
donations they have received, They 
would not thank me_ for enlarging 
on these services.
